PHELAN URGES. 


Senator Declares League of 
Nations Imperative. 


Answers Reed's Attack on the 
President's Scheme. 


Introduces Resolution Declar- 
ing Senate Favors.

WASHINGTON (D. C.) Nov. 24. 
—More and more it is apparent 
that a league of nations to police 
the world—a dream of. Gen, Otis for 
many yeers — is to be realized in 
some form. 

In the closing hours of the last 
session of the Senate and just be- 
fere nal adjournment, Senator 
Reed of Missouri made a violent at- 
tack on the plan. He was heard in 
silence and closed without applause, 
His opposition to the plan of suci?” 
a league was summarized ag an- 
other evidence that Senator Reed 
was again off the reservation and 
venting his opposition to the ad- 
ministration’s policy. 

Senator Phelan of Juat 
before the session closed, answered 
Senator Reed by introducing a reso- 
lution in favor of the league of na- 
tions and briefly, but effectively, 
answered the long and labored at- 
tack against it by Senator Reed. 
Fenator Phelan's resolution is as 
follows: 

RESOLVED, by the Senate of the 
United States, that the principle of 
a league of nations organized to pre- 
vent ware and enforce justice be and 
is herelyy approved. 

PHELAN'S ADDRESS. 

In addressing the Senate, Sena- 
tor Pholan said: “Replying to the 
distinguished Senator of Missouri 
on the subject of a league of na- 
tions, I desire to observe that his 
argument appealed to be very 
strongly in favor of a league of na- 
tlons, whereas, I believe Mh was his 
purpose to condemn the proposal, 
which was made in one of the four- 
teen articles of the President's rec- 
ommendations to the world. 

“The reason which he assigns as 
renderirge difficult the organization 
of a >euace league, named the racial 
feuds and love of nationality on the 
part vf the small powers of the 
world, which he believes would 
necessarily engender wars, is the 
very rearon why a league of nations 
to prevent ware should be organ- 


“We all admit that there is in 
human nature that desire to assert 
itself bw the most primitive means 
at hand, the methods of the cave 
man; and human society has been 
organized within the limits of gov- 
ernmonts to prevent such a condl- 
tion, which would only result in 
constant cisorder. So the very same 
principles on which civil society is 
organized te curb the passions of 
men apply with al force to the 
nations of the world, which, after 
all, are only organized communities 
of men. Therefore. when the Sena- 
tor says that irresistible disposition 
on the part of nations to fight ren- 
ders tmpossfble a league of nations, 
it proves nothing whatever unless it 
the necessity of the police- 


man. 
NEED PROTECTION. 

“There are in Europe a large 
number of small states. We have 
given them liberty, we have given 
them democracy, and yet the gift 
would be like the dead sea fruit of 
ashes offered to their famished lips 
unless we had an organized power 
in the world to restrain the oppres- 
sion and the injustice by euperior 
powers, which inevitably will come 
to them if they are left to their own 
resources.

RETURN BY HUNDREDS. 


GOTTEN IN JOY OF LAND- 
ING IN AMERICA. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 124.—Band- 
ages and wounds were forgotten 
when hundreds of returning soldiers, 
their eyes aglow and cheers on their 
lips, se: foot on American soil to- 
day for the first time since they 
went forth to risk their lives in 
fighting in France. 

Two hundred of them, many on 
crutches and others limping along 
with the support of canes, landed 
at the foot of Fiftieth street and 
the North River. and as their heavy, 
thick-soled marching shoes touch- 
ed the firm footing at the lower end 
of the gangplank, they trivolunta- 
rily deew deep -breaths and acted 
like men from whom a great bur- 
den had been lifted. 

“Boy, but I'm glad to be here,” 
one of the youthful veterans said 
fervently. “It wags hell, just plain 
hell, at times over there. But— 
well, war i# a tough game anyway, 
isn't it’ But,:say, it’s great, just 
great to be back.” 

The 200 who landed at this pier 
were mostly veterans of the fight- 
ing at Chateau Thierry. 

There were Virtually no grave 
cases among them, and only one 
soldier was brought ashore on a 
stretcher. 

“We left Brest last November 11, 
the day the armistice was signed,” 
eald one of the men, “Seven trans- 
ports loaded with wounded Ameri- 
can solarers left, that port at the 
same time. 

“The news that the fighting was 
over came to us as we sat down to 
and everybody celebrated. 
The guns in the harbor and on the 
warships began to let go, and there 
was a ict of notse.

W eek’s Campaign on this Line 


Begins Today. 


Reports from Health Office 
Show Few Cases. | 


An encouraging report at the 
‘health office yesterday was the fore- 
runner for the “stamp out of the 
fu" campaign which opens here to- 
day and ‘continu@® for one week. 
Only thirty-four new cases of influ- 
enza were reported yesterday. This 
is the lowest number reported any 
day since the epidemic began, and 
the six deaths orted stand second 
lowest in the list, being outstripped 
only by the previous Sunday, when 
sixty-seven cases and four deaths 
were recorded. The Sunday prior 
to that there were ninety-elght cases 


and seven deaths. 


Beginht today, the entire city is 
asked by the health department to 
| Qo-operate in stamping. out the in- 
fluence. It is the aim of Health 
Commissioner Powers to kee 
le out of crowds for seven days. 

e thinks that the best way to ac- 
complish this purpose is to request 
them to stay at home that length 
of time. If people can be kept at 
, home for a short time, stores will 
not be crowded, street cars will not 
/be overloaded, and contagion will 
not be scattered promiscuously by 
germ-laden air. It is the opinion of 
the influenza advisory board that 
preventing crowds wil) cause the 
‘epidemic to die quickly. 

Health Commissioner Powers says 
it is impossible to compel an ob- 
influenza regulations, 
| but he.is of the hbellef that people 
'will heartily co-operate with 
jhealth department when requested 
to do so. All he asks is that péople 
try their utmost to postpone for one 
week al! which would

European cables reveal unmistakably 
thet the federation known as the German 
Empire is rapidly breaking up and that

Nations. Bavaria afd the Hamburg Free 
State have already established republican 
governments, and most of the other German 
States are following suit: The term Ger- 
many will no longer be used to designate 
& race or people: it will become as obso- 
lete as the terms Roman and Carthaginian. 
The German Bmpire, after a brief but me 
' teorlc career, has passed out of existence. 

Its tenure of life, forty-seven years, is the 
shortest of any empire known to history. 

Men are now living whe fought at its 
foundation and fought at its collapse.

Apostles of atavism will 
doubtless hold that the empire was in real- 
ity a recrudescense of ancient Sparta, a

FEDERAL AID FOR 
OUR INVENTORS. 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 
[SPECIAL 

WASHINGTON (D, C.) Oct. 24.— 
The inventor is traditionally an un- 
fortunate. Everyone knows that 
‘great inventions haye lain dormant 
for years because the inventor could 
not find anyone with brains enough 
to appreciate his idea and money 
enough to develop it. And when he 
does find that comb on the said 
combination usually takes the profit, 
leaving the inventor only the glory. 
It is true that some inventors get 
rich. But more of them die poor. 
And no one can say how many great 
ideas have died with them. 

When anything is the matter with 
an} thing in this revolutionary 
the asual remedy is for the govern- 
ment to take it over. And it looks 
now like the government might take 
over the inventors. For there is a 
movement on foot, which has the 
backing of some of the foremost sci- 
entistse in the country, to establish 
a Federal commission to handle the 
inventions of government employees, 
for the benefit of both the inventor 
and the public. Such a commission. 
if a success, would doubtless extend 
Its patronage in due course to in 
ventors outside the government fold 
and in need of help. It would pass 
upon ideas scientifically, spend the 
money necessary to develop them, 
and make contracts for their ex- 
ploitation, which would safeguard 
the interests of both public and in- 
ventor. 

It would have a fertile field to be- 
gin with in the government depart- 
ments. At present there is no law 
fixing a general policy with regard 
to processes and devices inverted 
by employees of the government. 
Fach department of the government 
has had to deal with the problem 
best it could, with the result that 
wide range of policy is in pra 
In some departments employees are 
forbidden to take out patents on 
their own inventions. In others they 
are permitted to take them out, but 
must throw them open to the use 
of the genera! public, which usually 
means that they are never used at 


their inventions for, their own prof- 
its, but mugt let the government use 


t 


rarely gets anything for his creative 
ability and patient labor. He is sup- 
hosed to go on working on a smal! 
salary—all government salaries are 
low compared to those~pald in prt- 
vate industries—erd burn with em 
‘thusiasgm to invent new processes, 
from which he gets no monetary re- 
turn and only a little prestige. Now 


Trade Commission has shown that 
the government could easily admin- 
ister fits own patents, developing 
them, exploiting them and paying a 
fair percentage of royalty to its em- 
ployee-inventors. 

The great significance of such «a 
project is clear when it is recalled 
that some of the best scientific abil- 
ity of the country fs right here in 
the ts of, the government. 
It ia the chemists of the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Department of Ag- 
riculture who have placed the Amer- 
fjean dyestuff industry on tts feet. 
Various waterproofing formulas that 
have been of great value to private 
concerns have also come from this 
bureau. Scientists employed at the 
Bureau of Standards are constantly 
inventing and perfecting devices of 
commeércial value. The Bureau of 
Mines has worked out an electric 
furnace which has tremendous pos- 
sibilities, as .well as breathing ap- 
paratus and various safety devices 
for use in our mines. Only a year 
ago a scientist in the Department 
of Agriculture, working in Its grape- 
culture division, discovered the se- 
cret of currant-erape culture, thus 
laying the foundations of a aew 
American industry, which will even- 
tually be worth millions of dollars. 
In England they might reward this 
inventor with a peérage; in the 
United States his name is Rot even 
published. 

But tf a government commission 
is needed to insure the handling of 
the inventions of government em- 
ployees In a fair manner and for 
the greatest public good, similar ad- 
ministration is needed for the in- 
ventions of private individuals not 
in government employ. Valuable In- 
ventions are often lost to the public 
because private enterprise is either 
too stupid or too cautious to take a 
chance.
